Hospitalization Plan 
Taking Shape Here 


A significant advance in hospital- 
lization incurance will 
within the next week or two when 
the Palo Alto Hospitalization 
Group opens offices in this city and 
inaugurates a campaign, in co-oper 
ation with the Palo Alt Medical 
Society to enroll residents of the 
community in an insurance pro- 
gram which for 8 cents a month 
will provide liberal coverage of all 
hospital expenses. 

The 85 cents a month policy 
will provide its holder with 28 days 
of hospitalization for each ilness 
suffered during the year. No pea- 
son would be insured against a 
disease from which he was suffer- 
ing at the time he applied for his 
policw, but would be covered again- 
st other maladies that might de- 
tees The benefit paid would be 


$5 a day, which would meet the 
hospital charge for a bel in a ward 
or would be applied toward a room 
charge and would also cover X-ray, 
Operating room, 1 aborator ‘ 
anesthetic charges.
